Convecations, Diets, Comncils, &c, tricet, to 
uſe their Endeavors, to ſettle Aﬀairs, if poſſible, 
ſed times. Hence the Actions of this Winter, and 
the Spring following, will be but Preparatives 
in Exrope, for the Effects that' will ſucceed the 
Conjunfion of Sarrrn and Mars in Augnſt, 1680, 
And therefore, I ſhall be the ſhorter upon theſe 
Things ; and inlarge my ſelf the more, when 1 
come to ſpeak of That. 

Saturn, being Lord of the Firſt and Second 
Houſes, in Oppoſition to Mars, ſhews, The 
Commonalty in general, will receive many D-- 
mages and Loſfes, 'in their publick Aﬀairs ; 
Exccording to their divers waves of dealing, 1a- 
rn in ©, femirar multiplitationtm aquarum Cf 
Maviarun ; ayes Honaths It pemapies abwidance 
of Rain; whence will be produced great Inandas 
Mons, &c, And this is the rather confirmed,

Impearmentnm in aqua ex naufragio, 0 ex frathis 
ne navium, periclitabuntur perigrinantes i aquis, 
morientur altimalia aque; Sayes Albumazar : 
There ſhall be Loſſes by Water, by reaſon of Ship- 
wrack, and breaking of Ships; and thoſe that 
Travel by Water, ſhall be in great danger ; and 
there ſhall be a Mortality among thoſe Creatures, 
which Live in, and upon the Water, * 

Capricorn, the Signe in which Afars is, Is 2 
Quacrupedum Signe, or one fignifying a Four- 
footed Beaſt. Hence we may well and ratio- 
nally judge, That there will enfuc a Murrain & 
mong ſmall Cattle, in general; and a Rot « 
mong Sheep, in particular; and that before this 
Winter be ended too. Alſo, the latter part of 
the Winter, will be cold;/wet, and very unkind
